NEW YORK (AP) —A mass 
of twisted metal lying under 75 
feet of murky water apparently 
holds the key today to why an 
Eastern Air Lines plane dived 
into the Atlantic Monday night, 
killing all 84 aboard. 
Salvage crews hope to Mied 
some light on the airliner’s fate 
today as they try to bring to the 
surface the tangle of aircraft 
wreckage that appears to be the 
remains of Flight 663. 
The underwater debus was 
discovered Thursday 6.7 miles 
south-southeast of Jones Inlet, 
near the point where the air 
liner was believed to have hit 
the sea. 
There was some indication 
that the ill-fated, propeler-driv 
en DC7B might have Had a

“We bad a close miss here,**

However the Federal Aviation 
Agency warned against draw­ 
ing conclusions from the tape.

An Icy Seismograph 


Ninety per cent of the world's ice is 
stored in one big pile, ranging in depth 
up to 10,000 feet, at the South Pole. If 
it were to melt the seas of the world 
would rise 200 feet, flooding most of the 
m ajor cities, thousands of smaller ones 
and some entire countries. 
No one expects Antarctica to melt, at 
least not all at once, but concern for 
what would happen if it did — even over 
a period of 50 or IOO years — is one of 
the reasons a number of scientific ex­ 
peditions have established semi-perma­ 
nent homes in the vast region. 
Keeping detailed records of Antarc­ 
tica’s tem perature changes has become 
one of the less important chores, as sci­ 
entists discover there is more, much 
more, to the continent than cold, ice 
and snow. So popular has the vast area 
become with scientists, at any given 
time one could find expeditions from at 
least a dozen countries scattered over 
the frigid waste. 
For the last six years, New Zealand 
seismologists have manned a station 
in Antarctica which measures earth­ 
quake waves coming from any part of 
the world. This seemingly routine busi­ 
ness has taken on added importance 
with the suggestion that an accurately 
compiled history of earthquake origins 
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might enable scientists to predict with 
some accuracy when and where earth­ 
quakes might strike, and with what de­ 
gree of intensity. 
To most persons, perhaps, an earth­ 
quake is something which ahvays hap­ 
pens somewhere else, but the fact is 
Antarctica is one of the few places in 
the world where no earthquake has 
ever been recorded. Why that continent 
has escaped this particular natural de­ 
structiveness is the subject of other 
studies, but it makes Antarctica partic­ 
ularly ideal for the collection of infor­ 
mation about earth movements. 
This data is forwarded to Washing­ 
ton, where it is collated with similar 
information from other reporting sta­ 
tions and placed in a computer for 
analysis and 
historical comparison. 
From that store of knowledge, seismol­ 
ogists are hopeful a pattern of earth­ 
quake behavior will be revealed to per­ 
mit pinpointing of potential trouble 
spots in the future. 
Earthquake reporting is an employ­ 
ment of the South Pole icebox early ex­ 
plorers could not have anticipated, but 
one of which they would have heartily 
approved because it could provide the 
preeminence science long ago accord­ 
ed the continent, but which the public 
has largely ignored.

In fact, as 
the UN study shows, the most back­ 
ward regions showf the greatest com­ 


parative advancement in longevity. 
This is a well - earned feather in the 
hats of the scientists who have brought 
it about, but it compounds the prob­ 
lems of overpopulation for the future. 
But regional problems of population 
density are not the only challenges to 
be overcome in the y e a r s ahead. 
Another effect of growing 
lifespans 
are the increasing numbers of persons 
over 65 years of age in all populations, 
but particularly in the more advanced 
countries. 
More than 8 per cent of North Amer­ 
ica’s population is now of this a g e 
group, as is 5 per cent of the world’s 
population as a whole. And this is the 
fastest growing age group of all. Is 
m o d e r n industrial society, with its 
tendency toward 
earlier retirem ent 
from productive life, in conflict with 
population trends? 
* This question is but one even the 
most advanced nation cannot avoid 
much longer, as populations continue 
what now appears to be a relentless 
geometric progression.

Q: What is a hernia? 
A: A hernia, c o m m o n l y 
known as a rupture, is a defect 
or weakness in the muscle w all 
that normally encloses a body 
cavity. When this protective tis­ 
sue 
becomes 
stretched 
and 
weakened, the contents of the 
body cavity may suddenly pro­ 
trude through the weak spot. 
Q: Are there different kinds 
of hernias? 
A; There are probably 30 or 
40 different kinds of hernias. 
The most common ones occur 
in the groin (inguinal and fe­ 
moral hernias). 
A hernia of the diaphragm, 
or hiatus hernia, occurs more 
frequently past middle age and 
in the elderly. 
There are also hernias of the 
bladder, the navel (um bilici) 
and many other organs. There 
can even be a hernia of t h e 
brain. 
Q: What are the most fre­ 
quent causes of hernias 
A* Some hernias occur as a 
birth defect and are referred 
to as congenital hernias. 
Hernias acquired in later life 
are usually due to excess or un­ 
usual strain on protective rn us- 
I cie linings. 
Hernias sometimes follow ab­ 
dominal operation. Particularly 
in the elderly, the muscles of 
the abdominal wall are weak­ 
ened 
and 
occasionally 
give 
way under pressure. 
Q: What is the treatm ent for 
a hernia? 
A: The treatm ent of a hernia 
depends on the extent, the loca­ 
tion. the symptoms and t h e 
degree of incapacitation caus­ 
ed by it. 
Some hernias can be treated 


with belts, abdominal supports 
and trusses. Others may need 
surgery, 
especially 
when the 
symptoms are severe and there 
is the possibility of a complica­ 
tion. 
When neglected, a simple her­ 
nia can develop into a compli­ 
cated and even a 
dangerous 
one. Sometimes a loop of intes­ 
tine can push itself through a 
hernial opening in the groin, 
cause severe intestinas symp­ 
toms and make surgery diffi­ 
cult. 
It is for this im prof ant reason 
that all known hernias should 
be examined regularly and kept 
under constant medical super­ 
vision. 
Q: Should surgery 
be used 
only as the last resort in the 
treatm ent of a hernia? 
A: Absolutely not. The deri­ 
sion to operate is based on the 
m ature 
judgment and 
experi­ 
ence of the doctor. 
The advantages and disad­ 
vantages of surgery are care­ 
fully evaluated and take into 
consideration the age of the 
patient, his occupation and the 
incapacitation caused by the 
hernia. 
Surgery is very often the sim ­ 
plest, safest and most conser­ 
vative form of treatment. 
It is understandable that so 
many people are afraid of sur­ 
gery and consider an operation 
only as a ‘‘last resort.” T h e 
safety of modern anesthesia is 
so great, and the recovery pe­ 
riod so rapid that suggested 
surgery should not be put off 
to the day when there is no lon­ 
ger any choice and the condi­ 
tion becomes an emergency.

Salute to John L. 


On February 12 — Lincoln’s 
Birthday — John L. Lewis, the 
old lion of the U n i t e d Mine 
Workers and the early CIO, will 
be 85 years old. 
He is fuU of honors, and ev­ 
erybody l o v e s him. But such 
was not always the case. I re­ 
call doing a profile of Governor 
Frank M u r p h y of Michigan 
back in the Nineteen Thirties 
wiien Lewis, in some 
circles. 
was anti - Christ. As we talked 
the Governor's eyes kept stray­ 
ing to the top of a picture fram e 
that protruded from behind a 
couch in his office. I expressed 
some curiosity about it. 
‘‘Oh, that,” he said, pulling 
away the couch and exposing a 
portrait of John L. Lewis. “ I hid 
it there because Frances Perk­ 
ins 
was 
visiting 
me. 
Shes 
deathly afraid of John L. Lew­ 
is, and I didn t want to upset 
her.” Frances Perkins was, of 
course, the Secretary of Labor 
in Roosevelt's C abinet She was 
not a l o n e in being afraid of 
Lewis in t h o s e high old or­ 
ganizing days of the CIO; 
in 
fact, Governor Murphy himself 
trembled a bit when the Gener­ 
al M o t o r s management was 
outsted from Us own Michigan 
factories by the sit-in strikers 
who took t h i e r cue from Ma­ 
estro John L. 
The hell - roarer in Lewis 
could reduce a young reporter 
to jelly for asking an indiscreet 
leading question, but the old lion 
has always had a sense of hu­ 
mor that has kept him from 
loving p o w e r and ferocity for 
their own sakes. He relinquish­ 
ed control of the CIO rather 
than support political courses in 
which he disbelieved. And his 
cool mind led him to think in 
term s of the e n t i r e coal in­ 
dustry — and the continuance 
of the free capitalist system — 
i n s t e a d o f succumbing to so­ 
cialist verbosity in pursuit of 
narrow labor aims. 
The biggest derision that Le­ 
wis ever made was w hen he ac­ 
cepted the mandate of modern 
technology and permitted t h e 
mine o w n e r s to mechanize 
their mines without interference 
from 
the 
union. 
Lewis 
had 
watched the destruction of the 
British coal mining industry by 
labor leaders 
who held to a 
feather - bedding philosophy, 
and he decided that it would be 
better to have a sm aller number 
of well « paid miners than a host 
of hopeless leeches dependent 
on a moribund fuel. But to take 
care of miners who were destin­ 
ed to be “ autom ated” out of 
their jobs, he insisted on a big 
Welfare and Retirement Fund 
that 
would 
be financed 
out 
of a special royalty on coal ton­ 
nage. 
The Welfare and Retirement 
Fund started out bravely, then 
hit a bad patch when the pay-in 


was 
insufficient 
to 
continue 
pensions 
and 
hospitalization 
at the original rate. However, 
things are now looking up again 
with the Fund, for on the eve 
of the U n i t e d Mine Work ! 
ers seventy - fifth anniversary— i 
and John L. Lewis’s own eighty-1 
fifth birthday 
— 
the 
Fund's 
trustees have announced t h e y 
are lowering the m iner’s pen­ 
sion age from 60 to 55. Monthly 
pension payments 
have 
been 
raised concurrently to $85 from 
$75 for 64,000 ex-miners. 
Having given the mine own­ 
ers a green light to m echanize,! 
Lewis suggested the formation 
of the National Coal Policy Con­ 
ference. Inc. The i d e a was to 
c r e a t e an organization that 
could speak with “ one voice” 
on m atters that would benefit 
the coal industry, the coal-car­ 
rying railroads, t h e electrical 
utility companies, and the mak­ 
ers of automated mine equip­ 
ment. Inasmuch as the coal in­ 
dustry has to fight with oil and

“ Today in the state of Ohio 
we find that pupils are not being 
given the opportunity to be fully 
educated,” 
Dowling 
declared. 
“ If we neglect and ignore the 
public schools it will be costli­ 
est road ever far the state of 
Ohio.” 
Gov. James A. Rhodes’ ad­ 
ministration is opposed to any 
new taxes. 
Dowling was asked by a news­ 
man to comment on a recent 
allegation by State Sen. Ross 
Pepple of Lima that the OEA is 
“ using blatantly phony statistics 
to downgrade Ohio schools.” 
The OEA president replied by 
saying Gov. Rhodes himself had 
used OEA statistics to make a 
point in 
1962. when he was 
state auditor. He quoted Rhodes 
as saving at that time that 
state support of local schools 
had declined from 46 per cent 
in 1948 to 31 per cent in 1969 and 
1960,

Now the disciples were doubly 
afraid: of their own fate and 
thinking that tho Christ they 
saw was but a ghost But Jesus 
calmed their fears to such ex­ 
tent that tho impulsive Peter 
asked to bo allowed to walk 
upon the water also. 
His Lord said, “Come,** and 
without hesitation Peter yielded 
his will to the will of tho Lord. 
Ho placed his frail, feeble hu- 


ing to Jesus, was what Isaiah 
had in mind in his prophecy 
(Isaiah 29:13). Tho ceremonial 
uncleanness of which the Phari­ 
sees and scribes complain la a 
small matter; moral unclean­ 
ness—the breaking of tho Com­ 
mandments—is m o r e to bo 
dreaded. 
Christ expounded this philoso­ 
phy even further, saying it was 
not the physical things which 
defiled a man; but those which 
come from the heart, mind, 
emotions, will and spiritual cen­ 
ters of man. A man may bo 
ceremonially clean, but his heart 
remains a sink of iniquity. Noth­ 
ing can make Ufo pure except 
inward purity. And the only way 
to purity is to please God the 
Father by believing upon His 
Son, and walking after the 
leading of the Holy Spirit. 
Matthew 25 concludes with a 
brief account of Jesus* trip to 
the Phoenician .cities of Tyro 
and Sidon, where Ho cast a 
devil from a Canaanite woman. 
Upon His return to Galileo, Ha 
was met by throngs of people 
who stayed three days to hear 
Him teach and see Him heal tho 
sick. Again Jesus performed a 
miracle, feeding more than 4,000 
persons with seven loaves of 
bread and a few fishes, before 
He departed by boat for Mag­ 
da la.

Stiver says that 12 Ohio com­ 
munities are contending it is 
legal for both Loveland and Cin­ 
cinnati to collect city income 
taxes from persons who live in 
Loveland and work in Cincin­ 
nati. 
Stiver said he had received 
word that the 12 have filed 
briefs in the Ohio Supreme Court 
as “friends of the court” in the 
income tax dispute involving the 
two communities. 
Lower courts have held in the 
case that Cincinnati can collect 
its one per cent income tax 
from Loveland residents who 
work in Cincinnati, now is in 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 
Loveland’s position is that its 
city income tax has priority for 
Loveland residents regardless of 
where they work.

It also explains 
what income is taxable, what is 
not.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
—You 
may find, in making out your 
1964 income tax return, that 
your 
deductible personal 
ex­ 
penses were greater than the 
standard deduction which the 
government lets all taxpayers 
take without listing them. 
If yours were greater, you'll 
save money by claiming them 
in full. But to do so, you must 
itemize them to prove you had 
them and you must file your 
return on form 1040. 
This will give you a general 
picture of expenses you can de­ 
duct for, and some you can’t: 
Y o u cannot deduct federal 
income 
taxes; 
federal Social 
Security taxes withheld from 
your pay; Social Security pay­ 
ments you make for someone 
working in your home, like a 
maid; 
auto 
licenses 
unless 
based on value of the auto; 
drivers’ licenses, auto inspec­ 
tion or parking fees; poll taxes; 
income taxes you pay for some­ 
one else 
— although you can 
claim those as part of jour con­ 
tribution to the support of a de­ 
pendent. 
Generally, you cannot deduct 
the tax on alcoholic beverages 
or tobacco, or the tax on hotel 
bills oar tickets to sports events 
or theater. Federal excise taxes 
on 
furs, 
cosmetics, 
optical 
goods, jewelry and luggage are 
not deductible. 
You cannot deduct the federal 
tax on gasoline or motor fuels — 
although you can deduct the 
state tax — or telephone calls. 
ar the tax on bus, rail, en* plane 
fares. 
You cannot deduct for m ar­ 
riage license fees, fishing or 
hunting licenses, dog licences, 
federal estate, inheritance or 
gift taxes, state inheritance or 


gift taxes, or tile self-employ­ 
ment tax you pay on earnings 
from self-employment. 
You cannot deduct local gov­ 
ernment charges for sewerage 
or water service or garbage col­ 
lection;

In his discussion, Harmon 
concentrated on problems 
of 
aircraft carburetion and prob­ 
lems arising from fuel used 
by aircraft

HARMON placed particular 
emphasis on the problem of 
carburetor icing, its causes and 
remedies. 
Ostrander, who also is first 
vice president of the assoria 
tion, cautioned pilots to place 
more stress on preparations to 
takeoff. He stated that too many 
fliers are more concerned with 
their landings. 
The flying instructor said sta­ 
tistics show more accidents oc­ 
cur during efforts to become 
airborne then during manuevers 
to make touchdown. 
He suggested that private 
airplane pilots take a lesson 
from military pilots who cal­ 
culate to within a matter of a 
few feet the spot on the run 
way where their aircraft will 
lift. Calculated are not only 
plane load and speed, but wind 
and humidity. 
Ostrander pointed out that 
takeoffs from sod fields require 
different calculations than from 
paved runways. Factors such as 
an uphill slope or softness of 
turf will act as deterents.
